(3) Enfranchise al} Indians and 
give them all the social security as- 
sistance that white people haye. 

(4) Teach adult Indians such 
subjects of fur farming, mineral] 
prospecting and game and forest 
protection,

The Menace OF | Malnutrition 


IT IS DOUBTFUL WHETHER there is any place in the world where 
the food supply is as abundant as it is in Canada at the present time, Con- 
sidering the amount of cereals, meat, fish, fruit and dairy products which 
are produced here each year, it would be natural to suppose that Canadians 
‘would be among the best nourished people in the world, However, surveys 
have shown that between thirty and forty per cent. of the population suffer 
from some form of malnutrition, or are in danger of falling prey ta it. Igno- 
rance of proper nutritional standards, faulty distribution of food and other 
associated factors are believed to be the causes of the high occurrence of 
nutritional diseases here. 

. 
¢ Health authorities have expressed the view that 
Is Considered malnutrition is an insidious disease, more deadly 

Hy in is effects than some others which attract far 
Serious Menace greater attention, Poliomyelitis is given as an 
example of a disease which is widely feared and vigorously combatted. Yet 
it is shown that in 1944, the last year for which complete figures are avail- 
able, there were 38 deaths from polio, while 42 deaths were attributed to 
nutritional deficiency. Rickets, which is one of the greatest problems con- 
nected with nutrition in Canada, leaves permanent deformities and causes 
many deaths each year, Statistics show that eleven per cent. of the children 
in this country suffer from rickets, which can be prevented by the use of 
fish liver oils, Another nutritional disease, found to be very prevalent in 


some areas, is nutritional anaemia, caused by lack of iron in the diet.

was from these that the foregoing facts were discovered, Public health ser- 
ices and many other agencies have accomplished a great deal through edu- 
@ational programs and various other means, It is believed that lack of knowl- 
edge is the cause of most of the malnutrition found here, since there are 
very few Canadians to whom the variety of food necessary for a balanced 
diet are not available. It is in the best interests of any country to improve 
standards of heatlh and reduce disease in all age groups. Some diseases pres- 
ent complex problems which cannot easily be solved but it would seem that 
through careful planning of food distribution and through education, it 
should be possible to eliminate malnutrition as a menace to national health. | 


IN CASE YOU'RE INTERESTED 


Smoking has become more 
than a habit; it’s a national re- | 
source. To the tax collector, 
every wispy, whirling cloud of 
the cigarette’s waste product is 
spun gold. 

While it does not show in the 
cost-of-living index, smoking is 
perhaps the most inflated item in 
the average citizen’s daily budg- 
et. All of that inflation has been 
tax-induced, 


In most provinces cigarettes 
sell currently for 33 cents for a 
package of 20. 

Of that price 12 cents is for 
federal “excise tariff’. 

This is just about twice what 
the manufacturer gets for the 
finished product. 


But to his price (6.13 cents) 
and the 12-cent tariff is added 
the 8 per cent. sales tax, account- 
ing for another 11% cents. 

To make certain the smoker 
did his bit in financing the war, 
Ottawa charged him an extra 2 
cents for every five cigarettes, or 
8 cents a pack—‘“war revenue 
tax.” 

Thus, 21% cents of the 33-cent 
price is strictly for the govern- 
ment, 

But there is more. 


The remaining 111% cents is di- 
vided among the tobacco grower, 
the manufacturer, the transpor- 
tation companies, the wholesaler 
and the retailer, 

Out of it comes those direct 
major taxes for which Ottawa 
has been battling the provinces— 
income and corporation profits 
taxes plus unemployment insur- 
ance tax, the motor and gasoline 
taxes, property and _ business 
taxes. 

Together, these account for an 
estimated 3.6 cents. 

Therfore, each time a smoker 
spends 33 cents, all but 8 cents 
goes for, taxes, most of it into 
the federal treasury. 

The high cost of taxation has 
become quite an item in the high- 
er cost of living.—Globe & Mail, 
Toronto.

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CRUMB COFFEE CAKE 


Recipe 


Add 1 envelope Royal Fast Ris- 
ing Dry Yeast and 1 teaspoon 
sugar to % cup lukewarm 
water, stir and let stand 10 
minutes, Scald 14 cup milk, add 
3 tablespoons shortening, 2 
cup sugar and 14 teaspoon salt; 
cool to lukewarm. Add 1 cup 
sifted flour to make a batter. 
Add yeast mixture and 1 beaten 
egg. Beat well, Add 24% cups 
sifted flour, or enough to make 
a soft dough. Knead lightly; 
place in greased bowl, Cover; 
set in warm place, free from 
draft, Let rise until doubled in 
bulk, about 2 hours. Roll out 
dough to 44" thickness and 
place in greased shallow pan. 
Let rise in warm place, free 
from draft, until light, about 
1% hours. Prick top with fork 
and brush with 3 tablespoons 
melted shortening, Cream 3 
tablespoons butter or shorten- 
ing, add 3 tablespoons sugar 
gradually, mixing well. Add 4 
cup sifted flour, 4% cup dry, fine 
cake or bread crumbs, and % 
teaspoon cinnamon; stir until 
well mixed and crumbly. Sprin- 
kle on top: of cake, Let rise 
again in warm place about 4% 
hour. Bake in moderate oven 
at 400°F, about 20 minutes.

Horse Co-operative: 
Annual Meeting 


The third annual meeting of tho 
Horse Co-Operative Marketing As- 
sociation recently held at Swift Cur- 
rent, Sask,. reported marked progress 
in its activities for 1946 and which 
is of vital interest to western farm- 
ers. ' 

The financial position of the As- 
sociation has progressed to a pvint 
where it is ncw out of debt, A year 
ago the capita] debt was over half 
million dollars. This position has 
enabled the board of directors to 
allovate the net proceeds to further 
payments on horses shipped to the 
Edmonton and Swift Current planty 
in 1946. The final return to 1946 
shipments will be 2.9 cents per pound. 
During 1947, 06 cents per pound will 
be paid on these horses, ‘This final 
return to farmers is twice the price 
received a year ago, 

Following the annual meeting, the 
board of directors decided to increase 
the initial payment to 2% ments per 
pound for grade A horses, f.o.b. ship- 
ping points, commencing May 1st. 
Farmers, who have shipped horses ta 
the plants prior to May Ist, 1947 will 
receive further payments at a later 
date in order to equaliq the price]- 
increase, Al] net proceeds from plant
